rooms, two chemistry laborato-
ries and lecture room, a music
building and shower and locker
room facilities for the physical
education classes. . These build-
ings will be of the bungalow
type with the exception' of the
physical education facilities
which will be of metal construc-
tion. It is estimated that
the total rcost for these addi.
tional facilities will be approxi-
mately $115,000.00.

The present enrollment of the
college 'is nearing 1,100 students
who are attending afternoon and
evening classes at Adolph Leu:
zinger high school, Lawndale, It
is anticipated that the second
semester enroliment will tax even
the additional facilities approved
by the board recently. Due to
